The School Board at this time would call the attention of 
the citizens of the District to a prevailing practice which is 
detrimental to the best interests of our schools. We refer to 
those who allow their children to stay away from school for 
most any trifling excuse, or to assist in household or outdoor 
work. Oft times a child that is kept at home because of a 
little stormy weather will spend the larger part of the day 
playing in the snow. Owing to these conditions our Town

has failed to receive the State aid it would have been en- 
titled to the past year, ending July 15, 1910. 

Neglect on the part of the parents to see that their children 
keep up the daily attendance has cost the Town $180 during 
that period. 

Superintendent Channing Folsom, in his report for 1907, 
brought this matter to the attention of the taxpayers in a 
very forcible manner, but the existing condition shows that 
little heed was given to his report.. We herewith quote an 
extract from State Superintendent H. C. Morrison’s letter, 
acknowledging the receipt of the school report. He said in 
part: ‘‘The fact that according to your report of average 
attendance, 75.41, it brings the equalized valuation per pupil 
up to $7607, which will prevent your receiving any of the 
State aid.” 

Now this is a serious matter, one which your School Board 
has no control over, and unless drastic measures are resorted 
to it is safe to predict we shall fare no better the present year, 
for the parent, not realizing the situation, or wilfully ignoring 
it, is the party at fault, and the act does not come under the 
truancy law. We would suggest as a measure to obviate to 
some extent these conditions, that the date of entry for be- 
ginners be confined to the fall term. The first grade would be 
more uniform, thus enabling the teacher to give the class 
better service, and at the same time reducing the number 
of absentees, which are larger during the winter months 
when the weather is unfit for small children to attend.
